EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 


pon These Grounds Jurist Cancels Li- 


cense Issued by Commissioner’s 
Assistant and Ruling Af- 
fects Hundreds 
of Cases, 


The laws of Missouri do not provide for 
the office of deputy excise commissioner 
a@nd acts of a person holding such a com- 
mission are invalid. 

Such is the gist of an oral opinion deliv- 
ered by Judge Hough of the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court from the bench Monday morn- 
ing. 

Under the ruling almost all the dram- 
shop licenses issued in St. Louis within 
the past five years are liable to cancella- 
tion. 

The ruling was in the case of the state 
a@t the relation of Solomon BE. Waggoner 
and John G. Baeser against James M. Sel- 
bert, excise commissioner of St. Louis. 

The suit was a certiorari proceeding to 
compel Mr. Seibert to lay before the court 
the proceedings leading up to the issuance 
ef a dramshop license to E. G. Mangan 
end H. W. Bergman, who conduct a sa- 
loon at 3006 Olive street. 

Leverett Bell, attorney for the plaintiffs, 
filed a motion to have the license of Berz- 
man and Mangan quashed and in sustain- 
ing this Judge Hough made his ruling 
Monday. 

The license of Mangan and Bergman was 
issued by R. P. Thompson, who has held 
the office of deputy excise commissioner 
of St. Louls for about five years. 

On this ground it was declared invalid 
and quashed. 

Mr. Thompson has issued almost all the 
Neenses during the past five years. 

The chief contention of Waggoner and 
Baeser in the present proceeding was that 
the license was issucd to Bergman and 
Mangan under a petition which did not 
contain the names of a majority of the tax- 
payers in the block where their saloon is 
situated, 

The illegality of a license issued by the 
deputy commissioner was also insisted on 
by Attorney Bell, however. 

Mr, Seibert waa not in his office at noon 
Monday, In his ddsehce Deputy Commis- 

pee Thompson said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“It is true that I issued the license ir 
thia case, as I have been doing in almost 
all cases since I have been in office. 1 
was simply following the precedent. 

“The law creating the office of excise 
commissioner is not very specific. It docs 
not say anything about deputies, but it 
gives the commissioner complete control 
over the affairs of his office, and this is 
taken to mean that he can conduct it as 
he sees fit, having a deputy if he needs 
one. | 

“I have a co 
bert’s except that 
and mine by him. 

“It would be absolutely impossible for 
one man to conduct the business of this 
office. A deputy is necessary. 

“I have always received petitions and re. 
monstrances and passed upon them. When 
necessary I have taken evidence regard- 
ing them. All this we believed I had au- 
thority to do. 

“In all cases, however, and the case be- 
fore the court was no exception, Mr. Sei- 
bert himself signs the application for the 
HMoense and the license finally when it is 
fesued. I never sign these. 

“The application is a form furnished by 
this office bearing his signature. The appli- 
cant for the license presents to the col- 
leotor when he pays the fee required. 

“The collector issues a receipt for the fee 
and this comes beck to us. The license is 
then issued bearing Mr. Seibert's signa- 
ture,”’

Mrs. Bonine Wears Air of 
Confidence in Court. 


RELATIVES’ KINDLY GREETING 


POLICEMAN TESTIFIES TO HER 
CALLS ON AYRES. 


Declares That He Had Frequently Seen 
the Accused Woman Coming 
From the Pension 
Clerk’s Room.. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Mrs. Lulu Ida 
Bonine, smiling and apparently confident, 
faced the judge and jury today which is to 
try her for the killing of Clerk Ayres, who 
was found shot to death in the Kenmore 
Hotel here on May 15 last. 

The prisoner passed through two lines 
of curious women as she entered court 


and never flinched under the stare of 
scores who studied her every move, 
scanned her features and made audible 
comments on her appearance. 

As she entered the trial room she was 
greeted affectionately by her husband and 
sister, and took a seat between them. 
While she was discarding her wraps the 
jurymen marched in under guard. 

When they had taken their seats Mrs. 
Bonine slowly turned her head and re- 
garded them intently. 

Before the proceedings began Mrs. Bonine 

talked earnestly with her husband and law- 

yers. They were still conversing when Jus- 

tice Bernard ascended the bench and open- 
court, 

J. Frank Drew, the capitol policeman, 
who was on the igen last Friday when 
the court adjourned, resumed his testimony. 
He swore that he had several times seen 
the defendant come out of Ayres’ room. 
The last occasion was about a week before 
the tragedy. It was at night, about 9 
o'clock. 

On cross-examination he testified that he 
looked over the transom into the room in 
the morning when Ayres’ body was discov- 
ered. He was closely questioned as to the 
location of the furniture, clothing and the 
position of the body, to which he had tes- 
tified upon direct examination. He testified 
that there was space enough behind the 
door for a person to have stood there while 
the door was opened to admit another per- 


son 

He testified that he had seen Mrs. Bonine 
come out of the rooms of others in the 
hotel, among them those of several single 
men, and her demeanor was in nowise f- 
ferent from that when he saw her emerge 
from Ayres’ room. She displayed no evi- 
dences of excitement. Her bearing was 
names She had a habit of visiting the 
sick. 


Saw Woman on 

Fire Escate. 
Thomas M. Baker, an employe of the fish 
commission, who resided in the -building 


adjoining the Kenmore Hotel, was then 
called and testified that on the night of 
the tragedy he was awakened by the report 
of pistol shots. He jumped out of ; 
went to the window and heard a voice from 
above bras: what was wrong below. He 
replied that he had heard pistol shots 
Then, while standing at his window, he 
saw a figure on the fire escape just ‘out- 
side of Ayres’ window. The figure walked 
the length of the fire escape in his di- 
rection and then descended two flights to 
the floor of the veranda, where it disap- 
peared into a window. it was the figure 
of a small woman, clad in dark, tight fit- 
ting clothing. The woman wore no hat and 
as he did not hear the fall of her foot- 
steps, he judged she was in her stocking 
feet. He described the manner of her des- 
cent which he said was very deliberate and 
without emotion. 

He did not know the defendant at the 
time of the tragedy, but saw her about 1 
o'clock of the afternoon of that day. She 
was at that time being questioned by De- 
tective Horne. She was smiling and he 
heard her say she knew nothing about the 
cause of Ayres’ death. Shots he heard 
sounded muffied. He could not tell exactly, 
but judged they were about ten or fifteen 
seconds apart. 

Robert Hopkins, a clerk In the war 
department, who lived at the Kenmore Ho- 
tel, where the tragedy occurred, was the 
next ‘witness. He testified that he lived 
on the fifth floor, over the room of Miss 
Lawless, who occupied the room adjoining 
that in which Ayres was killed. His qangh- 
ter was ill on the night ofthe tragedy 
had been attending her* and just as he 
was returning to bed he heard three loud 
reports. He went to the window and looked 
own. He saw something, which looked 
like a skull, lying on the fire escape, just 
outside the window which he afterward 
ascertained was the window of Ayres’ 
room. The shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession, about four seconds, he judged, 
between the first and last. 


Miss Lawless 
Enew Little. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hopkins’ testi- 
money there was a stir in the courtroom as 
a bailiff called Emma A. Lawless, who oc- 
cupied the room adjoining that in which the 
tragedy occurred. Miss Lawiess showed 
considerable nervousness as she took the 
stand. She testified that she was employed 
in the bureau of engraving and printing. 
On the night of the tragedy, about 9:30 
o'clock, she testified that Ayres knocked 
at her door and asked if she had any sugar. 
He told her he was going away and wanted 
to make some cocoa. She gave him the 
Sugar. About 10 minutes later he knocked 
again and asked her if she did not wanta 
cup. She replied that she did not care for 
it. About 10 o'clock she retired. She was 
slightly aroused during the night, but yas 
not awakened. She formed no idea as to 
what aroused her or what time it was. 
The district attorney then turned the wit- 
ness over to the defendant's counsel, but 
he asked but a single question which 
brought out nothing additional.

Mrs. Hooks Will Plead Not 
Guilty to Murder. 


UNDER BOND OF $20,000 


MYSTERIOUS CASE THAT EXCITES 
INTEREST IN MEMPHIS. 


The Woman’s Son, Whose Life Was In- 
sured for $30,000, in Favor of 
His Mother, Died After 
Three Days’ Illness.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 25.—Mrs. Georgia 
Emma Hooks, widow of Cerro Gordo Hooks, 
was not arraigned this morning in the 
Criminal Court to plead to the indictment 
found last Saturday, charging her with the 


‘murder of her husband with poison. 


Her lawyers asked for and obtained a 
few days’ respite in order to agree upon a 
plea. They hope to be permitted to enter 
the plea without bringing the woman into 
court, though the practice in this state has 
invariably been to require the personal 
presence of those accused of capital offense 
at every stage of the proceedings. m 

She will plead not guilty when the case 
is called. 

Since her indictment she has been at 
her home on Bellvue avenue under bond of 
$20,000. She has been in-bad health, suf- 
fering from nervous prostration, and she 
came up this morning in a closed carriage, 
accompanied by her aged father and one 


of her lawyers. During the progress of 
the arraignment proceedings this morning 
she was treated with extraordinary consid- 
eration and courtesy by the officials of the 
court. Her bond was permitted to stand 
as before, and afterwards she returned to 
her home. It is understood that pending 
her trial she will go to Battle Creek, Mich., 
where there is a sanitaritum at which she 
— been succecssfully treated in times 
past. 

Mrs. Hooks is a good-looking blond, a 
talented artist and an accomplished musi- 
clan. She has gcne in good society and 
has a large circle of friends. 


How the Hooks 
Became Estranged. 

Since the finding of the indictment in her 
case last Saturday a great deal of addition- 
al information has come out throwing light 
upon her connection with the case. It has 
been learned by Police Captain O’ Haver, 
who has done the detective work on the 
case, that although the woman gave Cerro 
Gordo Hooks 360,000 as an apte-umpne’ gift, 


thus denuding herself of y money, 
she asked her hueband for 7800 a.few weeks 


payment on some property and he refused 
to accommodate her,. whereupon she be- 

came angry, and after that they ceased to 
‘ive on such friendly terme. Though they 
cecupled the same house they had sepa- 


rate rooms. 

It is now openly charged that dumb ani- 
mals and birds had a faculty for dying at 
the residence of Mrs. Hooks (or when she 
was Mrs. Atkinson), that the gossip can 
attribute to nothing but toxic agencies. 
The creatures referred to include a parrot, 
a monkey, cats, dogs, rabbits and squirrels. 
It is said that the family chickens would 
fall over dead in a manner never described 
in any books on chicken culture. It is said 
also that the neighbors’ dogs in the Bell- 
vue avenue neighborhood died as soon as 
they became troublesome, without any as- 
sistance from the owners or police. One 
witness who téstified before the grandjury, 
Jessie Keys, a negress, formerly a cook at 
the Hooks place, told of the poisoning of 
a dog. She said the operation was wit- 
nessed by the husband. Mr. Hooks, who 
spoke to his wife of the cruelty of the deed. 
This servant tells that the corpse of the 
dog was interred with some ceremony in 
the lot beneath a chicken window, and she 
further avers that in the same place may 
be found the corpses of several other ani- 
mals that were sent to untimely graves to 
gratify Mrs. Hooks’ penchant for the toxic 
sciences. It is likely that these corpses 
will be disinterred and examined chemical- 
ly, since the prosecution of Mrs. Hooks on 
the charge of murder will necessarily de- 
pend altogether upon circumstantial evi- 
dence. and if it can be established that 
the woman experimented extensively with 
poisons the weight of such evidence inay 
have influence of a decisive character upon 
the « trial ath 
It is possible also that the bodies of the 
former husband of this woman and her son 
will be exhumed and examined chemically. 
First Husband and 

Son Died Same Way. : 

Suspicion of poison in the case of Hooks 
was tirst aroused by the circumstances of 
the death of the former members of the 
family. W. H. Atkinson, the first husband, 
was a man of ur.usually fine physique and 
good constitution. They married ii 
when the woman, nee Ashcraft of Me 
was 2 years of age. Their marri: 
was apparently pleasant. After en 
good health through all the years a 
taining a weight ir the neighborhood 
pounds, Mr. Atkinson was in 1898 s 
with an insidious disease which ca 
rapid emaciation, and his death e 
The cause of his death is stated by 
tending physician to have been acu’ 
tritis, the same cause that led 
death of Hooks, according to the 
death certificate.

Marriage Created

CHILD TOLD TEARFUL STORY 


But Woman Who Knew Myrtle Walters 
as Bismarck Said She Was 
Running Away. 


Myrtle Walters, 11 years old, of Bismarck, 
Mo., told Terminal atttaches at Union Sta- 
tion a tragic life story Monday morning.

engaged in making antitoxin for ‘the city.

UNITED STATES COURT SAID SAM- 
UEL DAVIS HAD WIFE. 


COULDN’T PROMISE TO MARRY 


Rose Pryor Sued Him for Breach of 
Promise, but She Couldn’t Re- 
cover Damages. 


The subject of common law marriages is 
exhaustively treated in a decision handed 
down by the United States Court of Ap- 
peals Monday in the case of Rose Pryor 
against Samuel T. Davis, a wealthy mer- 
chant of the Cherokee Nation for alleged 
breach of promise. 

Miss Pryor is also a resident of the Chero- 
kee Nation. 

Adopted by Davis in her infancy, Miss 
Pryor was reared under his care and, at 
the age of 14 years, went to work as his 
housekeeper. 

As mistress of the household, was a 
young woman known to Miss Pryor as Mrs. 
Davis. 

According to Davis, this woman was his 
wife, with whom he had lived for up- 
wards of 20 years. 

When Rose was 21 years old, Davis was 
alleged to have eloped with her, but for 
some reason to have refused to marry her. 

Miss Pryor considered her affections had 
been injurd to the extent of $9,500 and filed 
sult for this amount. 

She alleged that Davis had told her that 
he was not legally married to Mrs. Davis, 
and tnat there was no legal objection to 
his making her his wife. 

The wedding date was set, but Davis fail- 


ed to put In an appearance. 
Davis contended that he was already mar- 
ried, hence he could not have made a valid 


contract to become Miss Pryor'’s husband. 
An abundance of evidence was introduced 
on both sides. 

A jury in the United States District Court 
of the Indian Territory returned a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff, giving her judgment 
for the full amount. 

The Indian Territory Court of Appeals af- 
firmed this judgment.

So many reports have been set afloat discrediting the arbitra- 
tion law of New Zealand and announcing its inglorious failure 
that a plain statement of the facts is welcome. 

“In reply to your question,’’ writes Edward Tregear, Secre- 
tary for Labor and Chief Inspector of Factories, to a New York 
newspaper, “as to the alleged breakdown of compulsory concilia- 
tion, I can assure you that the reverse is the case."’ 

A brief sketch of the legislation follows, from 
Several years ago to the act of 1909. 

“You can well understand that with legislation which breaks 
up new and absolutely*untried ground,’ says Mr. Tregear, ‘‘there 
are difficulties to be met which only time and experience can show 
us. We have to amend the machinery of the act here and there 
in little places year by year, as the points of friction show them. 
selves, but the principle is affirmed continuously and unfail- 
ingly."’ .

One of the busiest men in the wofld is the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, prime minister of Great Britain. Statecraft is his busi- 
ness and he is a master of the ‘craft. But he confesses himself 
never so happy as when working in his chemical laboratory. 
Mr. Chamberlain is given to horticulture. Sir John Lubbock is 
a banker, but he has time to make exhaustive studies of bees 
and ants. Mr. Gladstone had several hobbies, riding each by 
turns—Homer, Dante, theology and Chinese chess. 

The noteworthy fact here is that these are all men of the first 
rank. And the question arises: How much of their success its 
due to the flexibility of mind preserved by attention to serious 
hobbies? 

We Americans do not ride hobbies. Probably we should be bet- 
ter off if the hard working man of affairs would keep a stable 
of such steeds. The business man of 80 is rare-in this country, 
but he ought then to be hale and hearty. Why do American men 
sink under nervous disorders at 50? Is it because their minds 
become rigid and inflexible? If so, what better remedy than 
a by-interest, a hobby? 

Rest is found not only in repose but tn varied activity. That 
was Gladstone's faith and he lived it all his long life. 

So, instead of sinking into apathy when the nerves begin to flag, 
seek out some object of abstract interest in which there is no 
pecuniary profit and pursue it for your soul's health.

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COEDUCATION AGAIN. 


A coed, writing in a Chicago newspaper, complains that the 
opponents of coeducation are not consistent. One protests that

It is discouraging to be assailed on both sides of the question.

Whatever the merit of coeducation may be, the fact ts that 
such institutions are becoming women’s colleges. The young 
men don't like the {dea and seek men’s colleges in preference. 

In all these schools the percentage of women is steadily rising, 
while that of men is falling. In many the number of men is 
growing smalier and the prospect is that they will soon be co- 
educational in name only. 

This seems to mean that nature is regulating the matter. It is 
not necessary to inquire into the reasons of this disinclination 
of young men to be educated along with young women. It is 
a fact that will have to be accepted. Nature may be trusted. 
She is wiser than theory.

MOTHER SEEMS AFFECTIONATE 


RUMOR THAT INCOME DEPENDED 
ON DAUGHTER’S DEATH. 


Police Are Collecting Evidence While 
the Woman Is Held in the 
Jail at Hoboken. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—If the mystery of the 
death of 5-year-old Emeline Dale in Ho- 
boken last Tuesday is cleared up it is 
from Chicago that the facts will come to 


show whether accident or murder was the 
cause. 

The Hoboken police have the mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dale, under arrest charged with 
the crime, and they have Mrs. Dale’s friend, 
Elbert Waller, also in custody, pending de- 
velopments. ‘Fhey are awaiting the result 
of an autopsy, which will show whether it 
was strychnine or some Other poison that 
the child had taken, and they Nvupe to ve 
able to hold a formal inquest by the middle 
of this week. 

Apart from these few things, however, 
here is little that they can co. T ward Chi. 
cago they are /ooking for an explanation of 
the motives which could have caused the 
mother to kill her little daughter, and for 
facts which tend to show,.what her inten- 
tions toward the child had been before she 
eft her 
in Belden avenue, where Mrs. Dale lived 
since the middle of September, and on the 
South Side, in Garfield boulevard, where 
she lived before that time, many inquiries 
are being made. Her friends and even 
chance acquaintances who had an opportu- 
nity of observing her deem it impossible 
that she could have killed the child to- 
ward which she always showed such an 
excess of affection, and on which she lav- 
ished so much care. They say that she hgd 
nothing to gain by her daughter's death, 
and everything to lose. 

The strychnine which she had in her 
room where her daughter died, and which 
she says the child ate thinking it was 
candy, was bought in Chicago, but she se- 
cured it on a regular prescription and had 
been using it for several weeks as a medi- 
cine for herself. 

Harry 8. Dale, manager of the Union 
Mutual Life Insu ce Co., has kept in 
close retirement ever since his child’s death, 
and is co-operating with the New York 
authorities only through his brother, Rus- 
sell Dale, who is now in New York. He 
does not intend to go to that city. He 18 
prostrated by the death of his daughter, 
and more inclined to assist in the prosecu- 
tfon than in the defense of the case. 

Rumor has it that Mrs. Dale, through her 
daughter’s death, comes into full possession 
of property left by her father, r. Joseph 
R owe of New York, of which before she 
has enjoyed an income, amounting, it is 
said, to $200 a month. 

Mrs. Dale has been separated from her 
husband for over a year. Two years ago 
she went to Europe in ill health, and when 
he went after her he found her on friendly 
terms with Waller. Since then the couple 
have not lived together, although both re- 
mained in this city. 

Toward the end of September, just after 
moving to 483 Belden avenue, Mrs. Dale ad- 
vertised for a servant girl. Mrs. Mathilda 
Miller answered and was engaged. Elbert 
Waller had taken rooms in another apart- 
ment in the same building, and was often in 
Mrs. Dale's fiat, Mrs. Dale telling her ser- 
vant that Waller was a relative looking for 
a business opening in the city. 

Three weeks ago the plaster ceiling of one 
of the rooms in the fat, loosened by an 
overfiow of water above, fell and Mrs. Dale 
was injured sufticiently to cause her to 
seek medical aid. Dr. F. D. Hollenbeck 
prescribed strychnine for her and the pre- 
scription was filled feveral times at the 
drug store of W. F. Gillman, Belden ave- 
nue and Clark street. 

From Chicago Mrs. Dale and Waller went 
to New York. Saturday they registered at 
Busch’'s Hatel, Hoboken, and in the early 
hours. of Tuesday morning Emeline died. 
Dr. Kudlich was summoned when the child 
became sick, and he stayed two hours, 
leaving with the idea that there was no 
longer any danger. Mrs. Dale said she 
feared the little one had eaten some of the 
strychnine tablets, thinking they were 
candy. The police authorities thought oth- 
erwise and charged her with th: r 
and when Waller returned from Philadel- 
phia, to which city he had gone, they ar- 
rested him also.

HITCHCOCK’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


DAWES COMMISSION TOO SMALL 


Peisio1a Commissioner ‘ndoirsed and 
Widespread Irrigation in the 
West Recommended. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The annual re 
port of the secretary of the imterior, E. <A. 
Hitchcock, has been submitted to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The secretary repeats all that has been 
said by the commissioner of Indian affairs 
as to the plans to make the Indians self- 
supporting. He believes in the abolition of 
the ration system and the throwing of the 

. . 
Indians upon tbeir. own resources as soon 
as possible, with the gradual withdrawal ot 
governnient aid. 

He suggests four additional members for 
the Dawes commission on the ground that 
they cannot accomplish the great amount 
of work put upon them. 

The secretary believes that the Indian 
echool system shculd not be further ex- 
tended. He thinks instead that school fa- 
cilities should be found for the Indian chil- 
dren in the district and common schools in 
the country: where they are located. 

In considering the question of irrigation 
the secretary reviews the conditions in 
the arid and semi-arid states and territo- 
ries. He makes a strong argument for an 
intelligent and broad system of irrigation 
and definitely recommends the use of stor- 
age reservoirs as a pars of an irrigation 
System, pointing out how through the sale 
of the public lands the government may 
be reimbursed for its expenditures in this 
direction. 

Legislation to correct the abuses that 
have grown up in the practice of lieu sec- 
tions of land is urged. 

The report highly indorses the work and 
recommendations of Commissioner of Pen- 
sions Evans, and says that the veterans 
have no more sincere friend than their 
comrade, the commissioner, ‘‘whom himseif 
served ee an enlisted man in the armies 
of the Union, and he but maintains and 
defends the honor of their patriotic serv-

The San Carlos storage reservoir in Ari- 
zona, reclaiming hundreds of thousands of 
acres of public land, at an estimated cost 
of $1,040,000; reservoirs in the Sierra Ne- 
vada, in California, for reclaiming desert 
lands in Nevada; the diversion of St. Mar 
river into the headwaters of the Mil 
river in Montana. An appropriation of 
$250,000 is asked to carry on the hydraulic 
work of the geological survey, 

The secretary says the net earnings of 
the bond-aided and land-grant raiiroads 
amounts to over $13,000,000, and the increase 
in gross earnings to $37,000,000. The in- 
crease in expenses for the year was over 
$24,000,000... The debt of the Central Pacliic 
road to the United States now stands at 
$58,812,715. 

The secretary submits the annual report 
received from the Maritime Canal Co. of 
Nicaragua, which shows that since its 
organization 10,145 shares of its capital 
stock have been subscribed for at par, ag- 
gregating $1.014,500, and that the total 
amount of cash received in the treasury as 
reported by the company is $1,174,608, The 
expenses of the company have been $1,172,- 
771, in cash; 31,990 shares of full paid capital 
stock; $5,000,000 of first mortgage bonds, 
and its obligtaion for $1,856,000 of these first 
mortgage bonds.

Ancient Ceremony to Be Omitted at 
Coronation Exercises. 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Keen interest has 
been excited in a report for which a ritua/i- 
istic paper is responsible, that the ceremo- 
nies of doing homage and anointing wiih 
oll and the celebrating of holy communion 
will be omitted from the communlon service 
at the King’s coronation. It seems prob- 
able, however, that the statement is well 
founded. Nothing is Known at Westmin- 
sier Abbey of such changes and the E 
ligh people generally would view with re- 
ret the abrogation of the service in any 
way. 

The homage is a survival of the old rec- 
ognition of the sovereign by the people, 
and, although it is no longer necessary to 
kiss the King’s foot, this was done certain- 
ly as late as the coronation of Edward 
VI. The ceremeny of anointing dates back 
to a very remote past. It is appointed that 
anointing shall be made on the hands, 
breast, shoulders and elbows and on the 
head last of all; but according to ancient 
rite the sovereign was anointed on the head 
oniy and the King may on this matter de- 
cide to return to the early precedent. Ev- 
ery English monarch, with the exception of 
James /1, has pertaken of holy communion 
at the coronatioa service.

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SHE WAS FREEZING WHEN THE 
BUCK FOUND HER. 


LAY BESIDE AND WARMED HER 


The Gentle Creature Was Killed by 
Hunter Who Discovered the 
Perishing Young Woman.

UTICA, N. Y., Nov: 25.—The story of how 
Miss Margaret McConnell, the young wom- 
an of this city who was lost for more than 
fifty hours last week in the Adirondack 
forest, made friends with a big buck deer 
and was saved from death by the warmth 
of the animal, is without doubt the most 
remarkable that has yet come out of the 
great north woods. 

Miss McConnell is now at White Lake, 
seven miles from where she was found by 
a hunter, unconscious and almost dead 
from exposure and anxiety. She is fast 
recovering and, although an invalid, will, 
it is said, soon be returned te her family 
none the worse for her terrible and won- 
derful experience. 

Miss McConnell says that while she was 
out walking she sat down to rest, and 
when she got up and started homeward, as 
she thought, she found that she was off the 


trail. She tried to discover the trail, but 
could not, and finally realized that she was 
lost. She wandered about, following one 
trail, then another, and finally waded waist 
deep in a brook to reach an abandoned 
“lean-to,’’ or shack, built by hunters. 

Chilled through, she crouched in the 
shack all night, and crept out, cold and 
stiff in the morning. She had not dared 
to sleep for fear that she would never 
awake, she was so wet and cold. Whiie 
wanderong about in the mourning she heard 
the screech of a locomotive whistle and 
tried to find the railroad track, but was un- 
able to do so. 

“That night,’”’ said she, “I could find no 
Other shelter than a large rock leaning 
over a hollow in the ground. I pulled some 
boughs into the opening and covering my- 
self over with them I lay quietly for at least 
an hour. As I lay there a large buck came 
near me and appeared very tame. I reached 
out my hand and touched his head and 
neck, Soon he left:-me and in a moment 
returned with a doe and fawn. They were 
very much afraid of me,* but the buck 
seemed not in the least alarmed. Finally 
he came and lay down besidg me. This }s 
+ tat doubt the one thing that saved my 

e. 

“The big deer remained’ with me all night 
and in the morning was in sight most of the 
time. About noon, as I suppose, and while 
I was engaged in rubbing my feet, I heard 
a shot, saw the deer bound into the air and 
fall. I tried to rise but could not. I shout- 
ed and shouted and finally I saw a man 
coming my way. My first words were, 
‘Have you shot my big deer?’ 

“The hunter, whose name I learned was 
Fred Reber and who lives in Boonville, 
built a fire for me and then dragged tne 
body of the deer near the fire and I sat 
upon the carcass while I tried to warm 
my feet. Soon Mr. Reber’s companions 
companions from camp a mile or more 
away came, and after making a litter out 
of some boughs they carried me to their 
camp.

QUEEN WILHELMINA 
SADLY NEGLECT 


PRINCE HENRY HAS NOT BEEN 
TO HER BEDSIDE. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 25. — In connection 
with Queen Wilhelmina’s illness the follow- 
ing particulars have been published: 

“It seems that before his marriage Prince 
Henry lived for a time at a pace beyond 
his means, and, as a consequence, fell into 
the hands of money lenders. The debts 
he contracted in those days were to be set- 


tled after his marriage with the rich young 
Queen and quite recently Henry made a 
clean breast of the matter to her. Upon 
learning all the particulars Queen Wilhel- 
mina declined point blank to pay her con- 
sort’s debts, the result being that a very 
violent scene took place between them, and 
Which ended in enry rushing away to 
Germany and Wilhelmina being ill.

WISCONSIN’S TAX ON ICE.

The Ice Companies Are Treating the 
Law With Silent Contempt. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 25.—Indica- 
tions point to an interesting fight between 
the ice companies and the state. The last 


legislature passed a law, taxing the ice 
companies 10 cents for each ton of ice 
shipped out of the state. The companies 
made a hard fight against the bill, but were 
unable to prevent its passage. 

The bill provides that all companies or 
individuals intending to cut ice for ship- 
ment out of the state must apply for a ii- 
cense from the secretary of state prior to 
Sept. 1. This provision has been ignored. 
None of the companies has made such ap- 
plication and, although the secretary of 
state would be accommodating enough to 
date back the licenses, providing they were 
asked for, the companies show no desire to 
take advantage of this opportunity. 

It is learned that two companies, who 
ship out thousands of tons of ice each sea- 
son, will proceed with their cutting this 
winter as usual and let the state initiate 
proceedings. Then the law will be taken 
‘nto the courts on the ground that it is un- 
constitutional. 


‘BOSTON EXPORTS THE WHEAT. 


New York in the Interim Is Trying to 
Find Out How It Happened. 
NEW YORK, Nov. %.—The advantage 
that shippers of grain from Boston enjoy 
over those who ship from New York have 
been brought to the aitention of Gov. Odell 
by local grain interests. They claim that 
as a result of contracts between the rali- 
roads terminating at Boston and the steam- 
ship lines between Liverpool and Boston 
the latter port has this year secured an 
immense advantage. In figures, this ad- 
vantage is indicated by a total of over 
10,000,000 bushels of wheat shipped to LAy- 
erpool from Boston as against some 3,400,- 
000 bushels from New York to Liverpool. 
It is asserted that the railroads offer free 
storage at Boston, but not at New York. 
This matter was the chief reason why a 
committee representing the rain trade 
went to call on Gov. ell and urged him 
to recommend in his annual messa to 
the Legis ature that the powers of the 
state board of rallroad commissioners 
should be so increased that it should have 

power to prevent any discrimination.

Are Essentials.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—If you would know 
how to become an expert chauffeur, study 
these general instructions:

To be a good chauffeur it is necessary 
to have begun several years before. 

The man who rides a bicycle, who drives 
horses, who knows anything at all about 
steering, is the man who will make a suc- 
cessful automobilist. If he does none of 
first in any rules for automobiling.

The second necessary qualification for a 
successful chatffeltir is that he be con- 
fident. 3ut the ‘third one, which almost 
ought to be the second one, is that he be 
not too confident. Half the automobile ac- 
cidents are caused by overconfidence. Most 
of the wrecked machines come about, not 
with beginners at the wheel, but with ex- 
yerienced automobilists, who seem to be- 
ieve they can do no wrong. 

The next thing I should say to the learned 
is that, in autemobiling, the feet are quite 
as important as the hands. Excepting for 
the electric button in the steering wheel. 
which instantly stops the whole motor and 
of course brings the car to a standstill, the 
motion of the automobile is altogether con- 
trolled by the feet. By this I mean that. 
theugh the two levers grade the speed and 
though the steering wheel manages the 
course of the machine, yet the feet not 
only operate the brake which assists in 
graduating the speed but they bring the 
machine to a complere standstill; so that, 
even though the lever be pushed forward, 
indicating that the -machiue will go for- 
ward when released, and even though the 
speed lever is at the notch indicating the 
very highest speed of 60 miles an hour, still, 


,to a complete stop by pressing the right 


pedal-brake. 


These two brakes—the wheel brake on ' 
which the left foot rests and the motor 
on which rests the right -foot—are just 
as important to the automobile as the 
podnsa are to an organ. The feet must 
@ just as perfectly under control, just 
aS responsive to the least command, as 
must be the feet of an organist. 

The fifth esential is an army discipline 
of the whole body. This Is not mere alert- 
ness, because it is more intelligent than 
alertness at first, but after a little fit be- 
comes automatic and is quite what you 
call second nature. 

A chauffeur’s hands and feet must go 
about their business without the assistance 
of his eyes. 

Because the sixth point of importance is 
the use of the eyes. The chauffeur must 
keep his eyes always on the road. Whether 
he be sitting erect and going leisurely along 
at six miles an hour or lying back in the 


car with his head barely above the back 
of the seat, his eye must be always on the 
road. This is what the man with too much 
confidence forgets. 

When the automobile is reversed and is 
moving backward the chawuffeur’s head 
must be over his shoulder watching the 


without changing either lever or without 
pressing the button in the wheel governing

GUARANTEES OF THE TREAT... 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%5.—The treaty of 
1846 -between the United States and Co- 
lombia guaranteed to that country, ‘‘post- 
tively and efficaciously,”’ the perfect neu- 
trality of the Isthmus of Panama. In 
brief, the United States is bound to pro- 
tect the isthmus from foreign conquest, 
and Colombia is bound to protect the high- 
way across it from interruption by domestic 
disorder. The United States is entitled to 
require Colombia to fulfil this obligation. 
As Secretary Fish ceclayed in wctober, 
1873, “‘it is regarded as ths undoubred duty 
of the Colombian government to protect 
the road against attacks from local in- 
surgents. The discharge of this duty will 
be insisted upon.” 

But if the Colombian government falls or 
is unable to aischarge that duty? Then 
the United States is free to go in and do 
the work itself. I: has done so on several! 
occasions hitherto, notably in 1873, that in- 
cident calling forth the utterance of Sec- 
retary Fish already quoted, and in 12885, 
at the beginning of President Cleveland's 
first admisistration. The present interven- 
tion—it the landing of bluejackets may be 
so called—is merely a following of those 
precedents. There is no reason to ap- 
prehend any more serious work or more 
prolonged occupation now than there was 
then. The insurgents appear to be entirely 
well disposed toward this country and to- 
ward the railroad. They are fighting to 
upset the Marroquin government, and not 
to. blockade or destroy the railroad nor to 
break the treaty with the United States. 
Our men are landed, therefore, not to 
suppress the insurgents nor to intervene be- 
tween them and the government forces 
but simply to do police duty in sa feguard- 
ng American property against possible mis- 
chief, the theory being that it Is better thus 
to prevent damage than to let it occur 
and rhen demand indemnity. It is confi- 
dently to be assumed that our men will act 
with firmness and discretion, and will sat- 
isfacturily serve the purpose whereunto 
they have been sent. 


AMERICANS IN CHARGE. 


Perry Will Keep the Railway 
Lines in Operation. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The United 
States government has taken charge of the 
isthmian transit. A dispatch received at 
the Navy department today from Capt. 
Perry of the battleship lowa, at Panama, 
reports that fact. Capt. Perry says that 
Gen, Alban with 600 men is fighting the 
liberals on the line near Emptre. Transit 
is in danger of imterruption. Capt. Perry 
has landed with a detachment of men from 


the lowa and has started with a train to 
clear transit and also establish detach- 
ments of men to keep It so. 

Commander McCrea of the Machias, at 
Colon, has cabled the Navy department 
notifying the department of the approagnh- 
ing bombardment of the town and askin 
for instructions. He has been instructe 
to take such steps es he deems necessary 
for the protection of American interests at 
Colon. While no specific statement is made 
a sto the details of this instruction, it is 
understood that it leaves discretionary 
with Commander McCrea the prevention of 
a bombardment. 

The railway across the isthmus runs 
from Colon to Panama and is about 50 
miles long.

THREATENED HIS SPOUSE. 


HE WAS RUSHING AT HER 


Bullet From Woman’s Revolver Struck 
Right Temple, Killing Him 
Instantly. 


William Gorman, a negro, 3 years old. 
was shot and instantly killed by his wife, 
Lucy Gorman, at 9:15 o'clock Monday 
morning, at 1619 Chesinut street. 

Gorman, who bore the reputation of be- 
ing both idle and quarrelsome, had broken 
into his wife’s rooms and threatened to 
kill her. He was rushing toward her when 
she fired one shot from a revolver. The 
bullet struck him in the left temple and 
he tumbled into a corner of the hall, He 
was probably dead before his body struck 
the floor. His wife stepped over his body 
and ran to the home of her mother, 1222 


Pine street, after telling the neighbors to 
inform the police of her whereabout when 
they aeutved. 

Gorman's body was taken to the morgue. 
Mrs. Gorman was arrested shortiy after 
the murder and taken to the Central dis- 
trict police station. 

The Gormans took up their residence at 
1619 Chestnut street last April. According } 
té the neighbors chee quasrent constantly. 
Gorman seldom worked and when his wite 
would not give him the money she earned at 
the washtub, he beat her, it fs said. 

Two weeks ago Gorman took his belong- 
ings away from the house and was not seen 
about the place until Suny afternoon 
when he returned and forced his way into 
his wife’s rooms. Before he left he beat his 
wife unmercifully, almost killing her. and, 
when he went away, he said the next time; 
he came he would kill her. By the advice of 
her friends she secured a revolver for ‘her 
protection. 

About 9 o’clock Monday morning Gordon 
went to the front door of the house and 
demanded admittance. The woman who 
has charge of the house barred the door 
against him and told him he could not 
enter. She then warned Mrs. Gorman that 
her husband was trying: to get in. Gorman 
went to the back of the house and tried 
the doors. which were locked. He then 
kicked in the window of his wife's bedroom, 
in which she was hiding from him. She re- 
treated before him into the kitchen, hastily 
locking the bedroom door behind her 

Gorman succeeded in breaking this door 
open and rushed into the narrow hall that 
separated the rooms. He was furious with 
rage and had a revolver tin his hand. 

Mrs. Gorman stood in the doorway of 
the kitchen and as her husband rushed in 
she fired. Gorman, as the bullet struck 
him, reeled and fell in a heap. He never 
raoved after he struck the floor. 


LANCER FELL TO HIS DEATH. 


After Skull Was Fractured He Climbed 
to His Room. 

After falling downstairs and receiving a 
fatal fracture of the skull, Frank Lancer, 
aged 63 vears, climbed the stairs leading to 
his room and went to bed. 

He was found by a neighbor, who had 
witnessed the fall, and was taken to the 
City Hospital, wkere he died Sunday after- 
noon.
